Mr. Ford's Experiment 
Young Henry Ford's cut in the 
price of his company's automobiles 
is, as Mr. Hoover described prohi- 
bition, 
as experiment noble in 
purpose. It also promises to be a 
. successful accomplishment if 
he 
can get some co-operation from fel- 
low industrialists and organized la- 
bor; 


Mr. Ford referred to the price 
cut as a "shock treatment." Biit 
the shock is undoubtedly one that 
affects other businessmen 
rather 
than the national economy. Food 
prices already are coming down. 
Other items, particularly textiles, 
seem to be past their price peak. 
But in many durable goods, such 
as .automobiles, demand still ex- 
ceeds supply. 
It may be that .Mr. Ford has de- 
cided that if demand is allowed to 
push auto prices still higher, the 
consequent and inevitable drop will 
be more severe. So his price re- 
duction is a cushioning rather than 
a shock treatment.. 
The Ford company'has announ- 
ced that some of its three thousand 
suppliers have followed suit 
and 
promised to reduce their prices to 
Ford, or at least hold them 
at 
present levels. But 
word 
comes along that the UAW- 
also 
CIO, 
while congratulating Mr. Ford on 
his decision, is still determined to: 
press its drive for an early wage 
increase of 23 1-2 cents at Ford. 
Even less heartening, at the mo- 
ment, is the outlook for contract 
negotiations in the steel industry,, 
which are now under way. Philip 
Murray has let it be known that he 
is interested in getting his United 
Stcelworkers not only a wage rise 
but also portal - to -portal pay, a 
guranteed annual wage, a welfare 
fund, and other benefits. 
All these are desirable, but right 
now they're likely to bring up the 
price of steel. Steel prices rise with 
the new cntracts last year, and 
tok another rise last month which 
reflected the highest cost of scrap. 
If steel prices go up again, 
the 
country . can probably say good- 
by to .any hope of price cuts in the 
many products which would be af- 
fected by that rise. 
Probably it is too much to hope 
that the Steelworkers and the U- 
AW would accept a price instead 
of a wage increase this year, or 
at lest modify their demands 
e- 
nough to keep steel and auto pri- 
ces at their present levels. 
Price cuts naturally would bene- 


fit all of us, including the workers 
whose unions arc negotiating new 
contracts. Substantial wage increa- 
ses in anything as basic as steel 
might prove an illusory benefit ev- 
en to the steelworkers by 
giving 
the scarcest group of products on 
the market 'today another upward 
nudge in cost. Mr. Ford's experi- 
ment would then probably go the 
way of that other noble experiment, 
prohibition. -

ever, the sales procedure as ad- 
vertised will be followed. The-city 
holds top priority.

Mr. Ford's Experiment 
Young Henry Ford's cut in the 
price of his company's automobiles 
is, as Mr. Hoover described prohi- 
bition, 
as experiment noble in 
purpose. It also promises to be a 
. successful accomplishment if 
he 
can get some co-operation from fel- 
low industrialists and organized la- 
bor; 


Mr. Ford referred to the price 
cut as a "shock treatment." Biit 
the shock is undoubtedly one that 
affects other businessmen 
rather 
than the national economy. Food 
prices already are coming down. 
Other items, particularly textiles, 
seem to be past their price peak. 
But in many durable goods, such 
as .automobiles, demand still ex- 
ceeds supply. 
It may be that .Mr. Ford has de- 
cided that if demand is allowed to 
push auto prices still higher, the 
consequent and inevitable drop will 
be more severe. So his price re- 
duction is a cushioning rather than 
a shock treatment.. 
The Ford company'has announ- 
ced that some of its three thousand 
suppliers have followed suit 
and 
promised to reduce their prices to 
Ford, or at least hold them 
at 
present levels. But 
word 
comes along that the UAW- 
also 
CIO, 
while congratulating Mr. Ford on 
his decision, is still determined to: 
press its drive for an early wage 
increase of 23 1-2 cents at Ford. 
Even less heartening, at the mo- 
ment, is the outlook for contract 
negotiations in the steel industry,, 
which are now under way. Philip 
Murray has let it be known that he 
is interested in getting his United 
Stcelworkers not only a wage rise 
but also portal - to -portal pay, a 
guranteed annual wage, a welfare 
fund, and other benefits. 
All these are desirable, but right 
now they're likely to bring up the 
price of steel. Steel prices rise with 
the new cntracts last year, and 
tok another rise last month which 
reflected the highest cost of scrap. 
If steel prices go up again, 
the 
country . can probably say good- 
by to .any hope of price cuts in the 
many products which would be af- 
fected by that rise. 
Probably it is too much to hope 
that the Steelworkers and the U- 
AW would accept a price instead 
of a wage increase this year, or 
at lest modify their demands 
e- 
nough to keep steel and auto pri- 
ces at their present levels. 
Price cuts naturally would bene- 


fit all of us, including the workers 
whose unions arc negotiating new 
contracts. Substantial wage increa- 
ses in anything as basic as steel 
might prove an illusory benefit ev- 
en to the steelworkers by 
giving 
the scarcest group of products on 
the market 'today another upward 
nudge in cost. Mr. Ford's experi- 
ment would then probably go the 
way of that other noble experiment, 
prohibition. -

Mr. Ford's Experiment 
Young Henry Ford's cut in the 
price of his company's automobiles 
is, as Mr. Hoover described prohi- 
bition, 
as experiment noble in 
purpose. It also promises to be a 
. successful accomplishment if 
he 
can get some co-operation from fel- 
low industrialists and organized la- 
bor; 


Mr. Ford referred to the price 
cut as a "shock treatment." Biit 
the shock is undoubtedly one that 
affects other businessmen 
rather 
than the national economy. Food 
prices already are coming down. 
Other items, particularly textiles, 
seem to be past their price peak. 
But in many durable goods, such 
as .automobiles, demand still ex- 
ceeds supply. 
It may be that .Mr. Ford has de- 
cided that if demand is allowed to 
push auto prices still higher, the 
consequent and inevitable drop will 
be more severe. So his price re- 
duction is a cushioning rather than 
a shock treatment.. 
The Ford company'has announ- 
ced that some of its three thousand 
suppliers have followed suit 
and 
promised to reduce their prices to 
Ford, or at least hold them 
at 
present levels. But 
word 
comes along that the UAW- 
also 
CIO, 
while congratulating Mr. Ford on 
his decision, is still determined to: 
press its drive for an early wage 
increase of 23 1-2 cents at Ford. 
Even less heartening, at the mo- 
ment, is the outlook for contract 
negotiations in the steel industry,, 
which are now under way. Philip 
Murray has let it be known that he 
is interested in getting his United 
Stcelworkers not only a wage rise 
but also portal - to -portal pay, a 
guranteed annual wage, a welfare 
fund, and other benefits. 
All these are desirable, but right 
now they're likely to bring up the 
price of steel. Steel prices rise with 
the new cntracts last year, and 
tok another rise last month which 
reflected the highest cost of scrap. 
If steel prices go up again, 
the 
country . can probably say good- 
by to .any hope of price cuts in the 
many products which would be af- 
fected by that rise. 
Probably it is too much to hope 
that the Steelworkers and the U- 
AW would accept a price instead 
of a wage increase this year, or 
at lest modify their demands 
e- 
nough to keep steel and auto pri- 
ces at their present levels. 
Price cuts naturally would bene- 


fit all of us, including the workers 
whose unions arc negotiating new 
contracts. Substantial wage increa- 
ses in anything as basic as steel 
might prove an illusory benefit ev- 
en to the steelworkers by 
giving 
the scarcest group of products on 
the market 'today another upward 
nudge in cost. Mr. Ford's experi- 
ment would then probably go the 
way of that other noble experiment, 
prohibition. -

23 SPG Houses 


The City of Hope has been suc- 
cessful in negotiating purchase of 
23 houses at Southwestern Proving 
Ground for resale to local veterans, 
Mayor Albert Graves announced 
today, following a meeting with 
War Assets officials yesterday in 
Little Rock. 
The city's highest 


offer of $85,000 will be accepted by 
negotiators. 
. 


Mayor Graves had the assurance 
of both Little Rock and Dallas 
War Assets Administration, offices 
in charge of the sale, that the city's 
offer would receive their recom- 
mendation when bids are opened, 
virtually closing the dealt How- 
ever, the sales procedure as ad- 
vertised will be followed. The-city 
holds top priority. 


At the beginning of negotiations 
War Assets representatives 
asked 


$110,000 but finally agreed on the 
$85,000 figure, an average of $3700 
per house. However some 
houses 
are better than others and will 
be resold on'^an appraisal basis. 
Just who will get the houses will 
be left up to two local veteran 
organizations, the American Legion 
and VFW. Its a non-profit move by 
the city which is merely acting 
as a broker to aid local war vet- 
erans.

eliminate "the duplication of ef- 
fort by the sheriff (the collector 
and tax assessor in each compiling 
voting lists."

Mr. Ford's Experiment 
Young Henry Ford's cut in the 
price of his company's automobiles 
is, as Mr. Hoover described prohi- 
bition, 
as experiment noble in 
purpose. It also promises to be a 
. successful accomplishment if 
he 
can get some co-operation from fel- 
low industrialists and organized la- 
bor; 


Mr. Ford referred to the price 
cut as a "shock treatment." Biit 
the shock is undoubtedly one that 
affects other businessmen 
rather 
than the national economy. Food 
prices already are coming down. 
Other items, particularly textiles, 
seem to be past their price peak. 
But in many durable goods, such 
as .automobiles, demand still ex- 
ceeds supply. 
It may be that .Mr. Ford has de- 
cided that if demand is allowed to 
push auto prices still higher, the 
consequent and inevitable drop will 
be more severe. So his price re- 
duction is a cushioning rather than 
a shock treatment.. 
The Ford company'has announ- 
ced that some of its three thousand 
suppliers have followed suit 
and 
promised to reduce their prices to 
Ford, or at least hold them 
at 
present levels. But 
word 
comes along that the UAW- 
also 
CIO, 
while congratulating Mr. Ford on 
his decision, is still determined to: 
press its drive for an early wage 
increase of 23 1-2 cents at Ford. 
Even less heartening, at the mo- 
ment, is the outlook for contract 
negotiations in the steel industry,, 
which are now under way. Philip 
Murray has let it be known that he 
is interested in getting his United 
Stcelworkers not only a wage rise 
but also portal - to -portal pay, a 
guranteed annual wage, a welfare 
fund, and other benefits. 
All these are desirable, but right 
now they're likely to bring up the 
price of steel. Steel prices rise with 
the new cntracts last year, and 
tok another rise last month which 
reflected the highest cost of scrap. 
If steel prices go up again, 
the 
country . can probably say good- 
by to .any hope of price cuts in the 
many products which would be af- 
fected by that rise. 
Probably it is too much to hope 
that the Steelworkers and the U- 
AW would accept a price instead 
of a wage increase this year, or 
at lest modify their demands 
e- 
nough to keep steel and auto pri- 
ces at their present levels. 
Price cuts naturally would bene- 


fit all of us, including the workers 
whose unions arc negotiating new 
contracts. Substantial wage increa- 
ses in anything as basic as steel 
might prove an illusory benefit ev- 
en to the steelworkers by 
giving 
the scarcest group of products on 
the market 'today another upward 
nudge in cost. Mr. Ford's experi- 
ment would then probably go the 
way of that other noble experiment, 
prohibition. -

Wilson declared that under pres-- 
ent procedures a voter, must as- 
sess (declare their tax) three years- 
prior to the time he would cash 
his ballot. He added -that

than a 1,000 veterans had to make

county last year to participate in 
the primaries." 


"Unless a voter ass-esses his per- 


sonal property at the same time 
he makes his delinquent poll tax 
assessment, his. poll tax receipt is 
invalid," Wilson said. 


Wilson sai<J the bill would make 


for only one voting list in each 
county which would be compiled 
by the tax collector and would 
eliminate "the duplication of ef- 
fort by the sheriff (the collector 
and tax assessor in each compiling 
voting lists." 


Wilson emphasized that the poll 
tax requirement for voting was a 
constitutional provision and 
that 


his proposal could not be consid- 
ered an attempted wedge to elim- 
inate the poll tax voting require- 
ment.

The 33 spinal bones are linked 
together on the'sides and back in 
complicated fashion, while,the flex- 
ability of the spine is maintained 
by .ligament^ and muscles and by 
pads of cartilage 'between the ver- 
tebrae. 
'This structural arrangement per- 
mits .a great, ideal, of bending and 
motion, and the cartilage absorbs 
blows.-But Lt the spine is stretch- 
ed .too far, .one of the bones will 
fracture,

If the accident.if followed by a 
good deal of pain over the injured 
area, proper first aid is Important. 
A patient with a broken

'Should be carried on a hard sur-' 
•face and on his stomach, to pre- 
vent-injury to 'the spinal cord or 
further bone, injury. The 
injured 
person should not be lifted until it 
is ascertained that he can move 
his legs or fingers, and he should 
not be allowed .to sit up; it is best 
to remove him, on a litter in an 
ambulance, to a well- equipped :hos- 
-pltal.-

Many patients with

spines are in shock when first seen, 
. and the shock should be treated be- 
Ifore .anything else; Abdominal dis- 
tehtion, due to .irritation of

The 33 spinal bones are linked 
together on the'sides and back in 
complicated fashion, while,the flex- 
ability of the spine is maintained 
by .ligament^ and muscles and by 
pads of cartilage 'between the ver- 
tebrae. 
'This structural arrangement per- 
mits .a great, ideal, of bending and 
motion, and the cartilage absorbs 
blows.-But Lt the spine is stretch- 
ed .too far, .one of the bones will 
fracture, 
When ;a sled goes .over a bump 
.the , rider bends ! forward to keejj 
from being thrown, .and a jackknii- 
Ing effect of,the spine results. The 
body of one of the,,Vertebrae in the 
middle back region may thus be 
crushed and the front -of it com- 
pressed. 


If the accident.if followed by a 
good deal of pain over the injured 
area, proper first aid is Important. 
A patient with a broken 
back 
'Should be carried on a hard sur-' 
•face and on his stomach, to pre- 
vent-injury to 'the spinal cord or 
further bone, injury. The

The 33 spinal bones are linked 
together on the'sides and back in 
complicated fashion, while,the flex- 
ability of the spine is maintained 
by .ligament^ and muscles and by 
pads of cartilage 'between the ver- 
tebrae. 
'This structural arrangement per- 
mits .a great, ideal, of bending and 
motion, and the cartilage absorbs 
blows.-But Lt the spine is stretch- 
ed .too far, .one of the bones will 
fracture,

If the accident.if followed by a 
good deal of pain over the injured 
area, proper first aid is Important. 
A patient with a broken 
back 
'Should be carried on a hard sur-' 
•face and on his stomach, to pre- 
vent-injury to 'the spinal cord or 
further bone, injury. The 
injured 
person should not be lifted until it 
is ascertained that he can move 
his legs or fingers, and he should 
not be allowed .to sit up; it is best 
to remove him, on a litter in an 
ambulance, to a well- equipped :hos- 
-pltal.-

Many patients with

spines are in shock when first seen, 
. and the shock should be treated be- 
Ifore .anything else; Abdominal dis-

The 33 spinal bones are linked 
together on the'sides and back in 
complicated fashion, while,the flex- 
ability of the spine is maintained 
by .ligament^ and muscles and by 
pads of cartilage 'between the ver- 
tebrae. 
'This structural arrangement per- 
mits .a great, ideal, of bending and 
motion, and the cartilage absorbs 
blows.-But Lt the spine is stretch- 
ed .too far, .one of the bones will 
fracture, 
When ;a sled goes .over a bump 
.the , rider bends ! forward to keejj 
from being thrown, .and a jackknii- 
Ing effect of,the spine results. The 
body of one of the,,Vertebrae in the 
middle back region may thus be 
crushed and the front -of it com- 
pressed. 


If the accident.if followed by a 
good deal of pain over the injured 
area, proper first aid is Important. 
A patient with a broken 
back 
'Should be carried on a hard sur-' 
•face and on his stomach, to pre- 
vent-injury to 'the spinal cord or 
further bone, injury. The 
injured 
person should not be lifted until it 
is ascertained that he can move 
his legs or fingers, and he should 
not be allowed .to sit up; it is best 
to remove him, on a litter in an 
ambulance, to a well- equipped :hos- 
-pltal.-

Many patients with 
fractured 
spines are in shock when first seen, 
. and the shock should be treated be- 
Ifore .anything else; Abdominal dis- 
tehtion, due to .irritation of 
the 
nerves, also may be troublesome, 
and surgeons wait until 'this con- 
dition subsides before'putting on a 
jody cast.

sports gambling evil has become 
so serious thai it threalens the fu- 
ture of. amateur and professional 
athletics.

Many of those who reported in- 
creases attributed them to 
post- 
war conditions. And much of the 
increase, they said, was among 
teen-agers wilh gambling among 
high school sutdcnts, and on high 
school sports, particularly heavier 
tan before World War II.
